Madison— (/P) — Recommendations 


that the state of Wisconsin spend 12,- 
000,000 dollars for upkeep of state in- 
stitutions for the next biennium and 
for new hospitals, schools and correc- 
tional buildings, were made in the 
eighteenth biennial report of. the state 
board of control to Governor John J. 
Blalne here Monday. 


A building program of $7,875,000, to 


be carried out in five years, was advo- 
cated by the board which consists of 
John J. Hannan, Margaret Hutton 
Abels, and Grant C. Hass. The board 
recommended the following new build- 
ings in connection with the treatment 
of mental cases:

Additions to the Mendota State hos- 


pital and the Northern 
hospital in 


Winnebago-co, costing Sl.200,000; a 
new million dollar hospital 
for 
the 


acutely insane; addition to the ceji- 
tral state hospital for tha insane cost- 
ing $750,000; new trainng buildings at 
the Northern colony and training 
school costing $750,000, and new em- 
ployes' quarters at state hospitals and 
feebleminded colonies c-sting $750,000. 
On/ halt million dollars is asked for 
additions 10 ,the state tuberculosis hos- 
pitals in t2.=K?or.ia odnew^ccj^68.111"1 
functional buildings.

VOCATIONAL BUILDINGS 


New vocational buildings and other 


additions to the school for the deaf 
costing $150,000 are asked .together 
with additional cottages at the state 
public school at Sparta costing $200,- 
000. 


Other 
recommendations 
include: 


completion of the industrial school for 
girls, $300,000 a trades school, hospital, 
two cottages and other additions at 
the industrial buildings at the indus- 
trial school for- boys, $375,000; school 
and additional buildings at the indus- 
trial home for women, 5400,000; in- 
' dustrial housing at the state reforma- 


tory at Green Bay, $200,000; replace- 
ment and regrouping of manufactur- 
ing buildings at the state prison at 
Waupun, $500,000, and additions to 
buildings in institutions for the crim- 
inal feeble-minded $250,000. 


KNOWN NEEDS GREAT 


""Without considering the possibil- 


ity of prison expansion," the report 
said, "the known needs of the next de- 
cado are so great that they should not 
be passed over lightly at this time. 
These call for action. Added to the 
requests of the 1927-28 budget, these 
known needs show a present demand 
for an expenditure of $12,000,000. 


"In suggesting such an expenditure 


due consideration was given to 
the 


ability to maintain 
Wisconsin's pay 


as-wc-go method of financing Its state 
construction. Tho welfare of the state 
would be better served and it would 
begin to reap earlier the economics 
and benefits of such adequate equip- 
ment of its institutions if it was de- 
termined now to push to completion 
this work within five years. 


"Wisconsin can make all these sug- 


gested improvements within that time 
without appreciably feeling the bur- 
den.

Washington—Dreams of ta-v: i educ- 


tion are fading. TJ«e expected delude 
of letters 
and 
telegrams 
from the 


country as a whole has not material- 
ized. And the Republican leaders are 
convinced that the Democrats will not 
get enough, name to attack, to the pe- 
tition recently clreulaiedV- in, order to 
bring about the discharge, of the com- 
mittee and the projection of a tax 
measure to a place on the house calen- 
dar. 


A fairly heavy mail came at the out- 


set of the session when tax reduction 
was being .widely discussed but when 
the Republican majority conference 
decided against any tax legislation at 
this session, the letters dropped off. 
Since then the mail has been scatter- 
ing. It comes mostly from manufac- 
turers, chambers of commerce, corpor- 
ations and associations who think the 
corporation tax of 13% 
per 
cent 


should be reduced at least to where it 
was the last session. These letersjaro 
clamoring for a repeal of an increase 
rather than any decrease beyond what 
was paid a year ago. 


NO ALTERATION 


Every letter that reaches the ways 


and means committee is being answer- 
ed to the" effect that the decision has 
been made- and will not be altered. If. 
of cource, there were a large number 
of letters and the demand seemed to be 
widespread there might be a diffrenet 
reply. 


Two things are being inferred from 


the scattering number of letters re- 
ceived on tax reduction. One Is that 
the small tax -payer realizes that the 
amount of reduction he can get is 
relatively small and the other is that 
the people who really want tax reduc 
tion have failed to express themselves. 
There is the possibility that reliance 
has been placed on the theory that 
the Democrats by some parliamentary 
maneuver will be able to compel con- 
sideration of tax revision. The Dem' 
ocrats cannot do anythln? unless they 
get a majority in the house and this 
seems unlikely as their efforts to get 
Republican votes thus far have not 
proved successful. 


FAIL TO SHOW HAND 


As a matter of fact It is difficult to 


do much at a short session of congress 
anyhow and the Democrats know that 
if they force an extra session they 
will have a much better chance of 
getting action on tax revision. 
The 


Democrats have not shor.-n their hand 
as yet on the question of an extra 
session. There are plenty of investl 
Rations and controversies to talk 
about so that a filibuster against ap- 
propriation bills would bo rather a 
simple task for the minority party. 


Tho chances are that the queston 


will not be decided until along about 
the middle of February. The condi- 
tion, of business about that time will 
have an important Influence on the 
Democrats. 
If 
business 
conditions 


are as favorable as they seem to be 
today, the demand for an extra ses- 
sion will be based entirely on politi- 
cal 
considerations—whether 
there 


will be advantages in beginning an 
attack in the spring of this year in 
preparation for 1928 or leaving it till 
the winter of that year.

ants said all probably would recover. 


Only one victim of bad liquor was 


reported in Chicago over the weekend 
but Dr. Herman N. Bundesen, city 
health commissioner there,, estimated 
that "poison" costing upward of $10,- 
000,000 was distributed in that city as 
gifts.

"The middle score for 2.01S high 


school students based on the returns 
from 25 Iowa high schools is 10$, as 
compared with 110 for college fresh- 
men." it was said. Thus the college 
students had a score only four point? 
higher than the high school, which 
would seem to indicate that college 
freshmen are not much more of a 
selected group than high school sen- 


. iors. This is <n full accord with the 


findings of Dr. Book in his study of 
Indiana high school and college stu- 
dents several years ago, the commit- 
tee continued. 


Results of the Lawrence freshmen 


indicated that a consistently higher 
grade was made in each group than 
those of the standard norms in the 
content tests. The students were class- 
ified in nine groups, according to the

:o this information, and only in 


the light of it can an intelligent judgment 
be passed on the issue created by Mr.

MacGregor's act is concerned, he un- 
doubtedly was within his right as a citi- 
zen to serve with the League ot Munic- 
ipalities as its secretary and to prepare 
for it a statement of its views on taxa- 
tion. It can have no relation to his fit- 
ness or competency as a university pro- 
fessor.

program. I have talked with him at length and 
believe he is right in this demand. Nearly one 
billion dollar*: fo the .nihta.y and rav.-l appro- 
priation bills in one for 
or the other is a pro- 


gram for this year, whereas about 5350,000,000 
was the average figure s,.ent before the last war 
for all na-.al and military purposes. This is cer- 
tainly not an insignificant amo-;nt for propa- 
gandists who are often the first to cry against 
burdening taxpayers, and t:.is .- «nly o'ne of the 
many measures ..hat bring a "tack of letters and 
telegrams to the average member's desk every 
day from .- c_ .-.gandists.
